BARBIROLLI, JOHN (Conductor) 


Born in 1899, John Barbirolli started his musical 

career as a cellist. At sixteen he was a member of 

the Royal Philharmonic Society. Primarily inter- 

ested in conducting, he organized his own orches- 

tra — known as the Barbirolli Chamber Orchestra. 

But, like such famous masters as Weingartner and 

Beecham, opera really became his starting point am 

and he later became conductor of the British Na- 
| tional Opera Company. His interpretive skill was 

quickly recognized, and by 1927 he was conducting in the concert series of 

the London Symphony Orchestra and Royal Philharmonic. Engagements with 

all the important orchestras in England followed and he became the perma- 

nent conductor of the Scottish Orchestra and the Leeds Symphony. He left 

the last post to conduct the Philharmonic-Symphony Orchestra of New York.

BARLOW, HOWARD (Conductor) 

Known wherever there are radios tuned to good 
music, Howard Barlow has opened new vistas to 
countless millions by his celebrated Sunday con- 
certs with the Columbia Broadcasting Symphony 
over the Columbia Broadcasting System network, 
and is now heard on Columbia Records as well. 


Mr. Barlow was born in Ohio 50 years ago and was 
educated in the Far West at the University of Colo- 
eo ae rado and at Reed College at Portland, Oregon, 
augmenting his studies with an eastward journey to Columbia University 
where he worked under the supervision of the late Cornelius Rybner. He 
remained in the East and made his debut at that haven for American mu- 
sicians, the MacDowell Colony in Petersborough, N. H., in 1919. From 1923 
until his appointment as permanent conductor of the Columbia Broadcasting 
Symphony in 1927, he conducted amateur and student orchestras in New 
York City. 





Mr. Barlow is now conductor of the Baltimore Symphony and, since be- 
coming permanent conductor of the excellent Columbia Broadcasting Sym- 
phony, whose ranks are filled by many of the leading orchestral musicians of 
the country, he has frequently appeared as guest conductor with other Ameri- 
can symphony orchestras.

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BEECHAM, SIR THOMAS (Conductor) 


England’s greatest conductor, Sir Thomas Beecham, 
was born in Lancashire. His formal musical train- 
ing was more or less sporadic and he was forced to 
teach himself the important elements of music. In 
1899 he founded an amateur orchestra in Huyton, 
England, which gave him the first opportunity to 
display his gifts with the baton. In 1902 he con- 
ducted the Kelson Truman Opera Company which 
toured throughout the English provinces. Three 

ee years after this his London debut as conductor took 
place with the Queen’s Hall Orchestra. In 1906, Beecham organized a sym- 
phony orchestra of his own — the New Symphony Orchestra — with which, 
for a year, he conducted series of distinguished concerts devoted principally to 
old music. Two years later, Beecham organized still another symphonic group, 
the Beecham Symphony, which for the next three years gave concerts at 
Queen's Hall. It was-at this time that Beecham began his missionary work on 
behalf of the composer Delius, whose compositions he ultimately succeeded 
in bringing from obscurity to world-wide recognition. 


In 1909, Beecham founded the Beecham Opera Company which gave re- 
markable opera performances at His Majesty’s Theatre, including the pre- 
miere performance of Delius’ ‘’Village Romeo and Juliet.” He also took 
over the management of Covent Garden in 1911, and from that time on, his 
work in opera was to make history in England. During the next few years 
he presented almost every important work in the operatic repertoire. 


For his services to English music, Beecham was knighted in 1914. Two 
years later, on the death of his father, he succeeded to the title of baronet. 
He continued his feverish musical activity and attained the highest achieve- 
ments with his conducting. In 1928 Beecham came to America and repeated 
his European success as a conductor with two weeks of memorable per- 
formances as guest of the New York Philharmonic-Symphony. He has since 
visited this country repeatedly.

THE BUSCH QUARTET a 


The Busch Quartet gets its name and its supreme 
artistry from its founder, Adolf Busch. Born in — 
Siegen, Westphalia, on August 8, 1891, Adolf 
Busch began his startling musical career at the age 
of two, when his father gave him a violin and 
taught him his first lesson. At the age of three 
Adolf could read music; at five he gave his first 
concert. He was sent to the Cologne Conservatory 
where he became a pupil of Hess and Steinbach. __ 
At twelve he composed a choral work, and one year later, a symphony. It  __ 
may be encouraging for the young, hungry musicians of today to learn that 
when the Busch family was in dire financial straits, it called upon its two 
oldest members, Adolf and Fritz, to seek work. On free evenings the two —

boys played dance music, Adolf traveling out of Cologne into distant towns 
to fulfill these engagements. 


He was twenty-eight years old when he founded the string quartet which 
bears his name. With this organization he toured Europe and achieved a 
formidable reputation. In addition to his activities as teacher, solo violinist 
and leader of a great string quartet, Busch has given frequent sonata re- 
citals with the eminent pianist, Rudolf Serkin, who is his son-in-law, and has 
given trio concerts with Serkin and Hermann Busch, his brother, who is a 
cellist and a member of the Quartet. 


Adolf Busch paid his first visit to the United States in 1931. He made an 
impressive debut as violinist with the New York Philharmonic-Symphony Or- 
chestra, playing concertos of Bach and Beethoven. Olin Downes wrote: ‘He 
revealed himself immediately as a consummate musician, red-blooded, and 
essentially a classicist. Mr. Busch has a clear and brilliant tone, and a mas- 
terly technique which includes a magnificent bow arm. His sincerity and 
feeling did not cause him to exaggerate or become mannered.” 


In the fall of 1939 the Busch Quartet, which today is composed of Adolf 
Busch, Gosta Andreasson, Karl Doktor and Hermann Busch, made its first 
tour of the United States. The recordings which the group has made for 
Columbia are unsurpassed for their flawless ensemble playing and superb 
interpretative skill.

CARTER, JOHN (Tenor) 

John Carter, the youthful tenor of the Metropolitan Opera Company, is a. 
typical American, eager, energetic, and with a keen zest for the business of 
living. His life to date is the story, in a New York setting, of the home town 
boy who made good. Although he had always been told that he had an ex- 
ceptional voice, he had decided to be a civil engineer, and after graduation 
from public school, went to City College of New York to get his degree. His 
course was interrupted by the Depression, and he turned to music as a career. 
He studied intensively for two years, and won first place in the Metropolitan 
Opera Auditions of the Air in 1938. John Carter made his debut at the 
Metropolitan as Des Grieux in Manon in December of 1938. Since then, he 
has soared to success. His story is that of phenomenal acclaim in the opera, 
concert and on the radio.

CASADESUS, ROBERT (Piano) 


Musicians have been known to run in families 
and the Casadesus line represents a name respected 
throughout musical France, whence it comes, and 
throughout the musical world. The youngest of the 
family is the eminent Robert (1899), whose extra- 
ordinary piano playing became familiar to Ameri- 
cans only seven years ago when he first played in 
New York. 


; Casadesus was a pupil of Diemer at the Paris 
Conservatoire, and won the Conservatoire’s first prize in 1913. In Europe 
and America alike, he is considered one of the foremost pianists of the day. 
Since his American debut, in 1935, he has played here regularly in solo 
recitals and with leading American orchestras, winning greater favor with 
each successive concert appearance.

Returning to Italy after a successful tour of South America she sang for 
Toscanini who engaged her for La Scala. There Castagna’s fame as a cone 


tralto soared. It was expressly to exploit her remarkable voice that La Scale 
revived Rossini’s “’L’Italiane in Algeria.”

Castagna was invited to give guest performances with leading American 
opera companies including those in Chicago, San Francisco and St. Louis. In 
1934 she was a leading singer at the Hippodrome in New York. She was 
finally engaged by Edward Johnson for the Metropolitan, and on March 12, 
1936, she made her Met debut with great success in Aida. Since then she 
has been one of the leading stars of the nation’s first opera company.

CHICAGO SYMPHONY ORCHESTRA 


The Chicago Symphony Orchestra is the third oldest symphony orchestra in 
the country. It was organized in 1891 by Theodore Thomas, who was aided 
in his endeavors by such prominent Chicago citizens as Charles Norman Fay, 
Marshall Field and N. K. Fairbanks. Originally known as the Chicago Or- 
chestra, it became the Theodore Thomas Orchestra in 1906, and assumed 
its present name in 1912. Dr. Stock joined the orchestra as violinist in 1895, 
became assistant conductor in 1899, and permanent conductor upon Theo- 
dore Thomas’ death in 1905. Under the splendid musical direction of Dr. 
Stock, the Chicago Symphony Orchestra has maintained the Thomas tradi- 


tion and ranks today as one of the world’s great symphony orchestras.

EVANS, MAURICE (Actor) 
_ Few will disclaim the contention that Maurice Evans is the finest living 
__ Shakespearean actor. Americans are especially familiar with his superb per- 
_ formances of King Richard Il and Hamlet played to capacity audiences 
_ throughout the United States. Evans was born in Dorchester, England, the 
son of a Justice of the Peace, and received his conventional education in a 
school named, ironically, the Grocer’s Company School. During boyhood, he 
sang in a choir and appeared occasionally in amateur dramatic performances 
in which his parents also participated. Upon completion of his education, 
Evans entered the music publishing business in London, but devoted his 
leisure to playing with an amateur company. The fascination which the stage 
_held for him drew him away from music publishing to the professional foot- 
lights and he made his first appearance as Orestes in Aeschylus’ ‘’The 
Orestia”’ at the Festival Theater in Cambridge in 1926. 


_ Successful in London, he came to New York to win acclaim as Romeo to 
- Katherine Cornell’s Juliet. But it was his intense and moving performances

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HARTY, SIR HAMILTON (Conductor) 


The late Sir Hamilton Harty, best known as conductor of the Hallé Orchestras 


from 1920 to 1933, was doubtless one of Ireland’s finest musicians. So ex- 
cellent has been his work as a conductor that his achievements as a composer 
have often been obscured in the shadow of his podium successes. 


Harty was born in Ireland in 1879 and at the age of twelve became organ- 
ist in a church in his home town prior to holding similar positions in Belfast 
and Dublin. He settled in London at the turn of the century where a Trio, a 
Piano Quintet, and a Comedy Overture won him quick recognition as a com- 
poser. He also achieved a reputation as an admirable accompanist, but 
since 1920 was Primarily known as conductor of the Hallé Orchestra. As an 
arranger of music by others, he is perhaps best known for his splendid tran- 
scription of Handel’s Water Music Suite.

HAYES, ROLAND (Tenor) 

From a barefoot boy on a Georgia farm to world-wide musical fame, such is 
the life story of Roland Hayes. While he earned his living and helped sup- 
port the rest of his family, he studied music, voice and song interpretation. 
During his years of study, travel and singing, he acquired an unusually rich 
cultural background. He studied the interpretation of German Lieder with 
the eminent Dr. Theodore Lierhammer of Vienna; and Gabriel Fauré, the 
great French composer and pedagogue, inducted him into the world of the 
French masters of the 17th and 18th centuries. His triumph came with a 
recital in Boston’s famous Symphony Hall, with its exacting public. In Lon- 
don, Hayes was summoned to Buckingham Palace to give a ‘Command Per- 
formance” before the late King George V of England. The great Czech-Slovak 
opera and concert tenor, Leo Slezak, went into such raptures over the voice 
and art shown by Hayes in German songs that he carried him on his shoulders 


from the concert hail.

LEHMANN, LOTTE (Soprano) 


Born near Hamburg, Germany, Lotte Lehmann was 
enrolled when still very young in the Royal Academy 
of Music. After her studies at the Academy, Mme. 
Lehmann became the pupil of Mathilde Mallinger, 
great Wagnerian singer. Mallinger recognized the > 
talent of her pupil and devoted herself to prepar- __ 
ing her for an artistic career. When her studies 
had ended Lotte Lehmann received a three-year __ 
sa “= contract with the Hamburg Opera where she at- _— 
tracted the notice of the musical director, Otto Klemperer. Her repertoire _ 
gradually expanded until it embraced not only the Wagnerian roles but also _ 
roles in French and German operas. She was singing Micaela in “Carmen” — 
one night when the director of the Vienna State Opera rushed back- 
stage to engage her for his opera house. And it was in Vienna that Lehmann 
first achieved her great fame. There she evolved the great operatic in- | 
terpretations which were to place her with the foremost singers of our time — _ 
the roles of Sieglinde, the Marschallin, Leonore. In Vienna, she emerged as _ 
a great interpreter of Richard Strauss’ operas. For her Strauss composed his — 
“‘Arabella.”” It was also in the Austrian capital that she gave the first of her 
classic ‘‘Lieder’’ recitals and revealed herself as one of the most eminent 
song interpreters in Europe. Her success in Europe was matched by her bril-

MARTINI, NINO (Tenor) 

Nino Martini was born in Verona, Italy. He made his operatic debut at 21 as 
the Duke in Rigoletto. His sensational operatic success resulted in sixteen 
successive performances in Milan. A concert tour of European music centers 
followed. While on tour he met Jesse Lasky who brought him to this country 
in 1929 to appear in sound films. He was signed as leading tenor with the 
Philadelphia Opera Company and successes there won him a contract for a 
series of nationwide concerts. Radio performances won him the Columbia 
Medal for ‘Distinguished Contribution to Radio Art.’ Later he was engaged > 
as leading tenor of the Metropolitan Opera Company, where he has just com- 
pleted his seventh season.

MELCHIOR, LAURITZ (Tenor) 


Like the great Jean de Reszke, whose successor he 
is, Lauritz Melchior began his operatic career as a 
baritone. But he did not remain one for long. His 
debut at the Royal Opera, Copenhagen, took place 
in the spring of 1913, and shortly thereafter he 
made an operatic tour of the principal cities of 
Sweden. It was in the- course of this tour that 
Melchior encountered the distinguished singer, 
= <4 Mme. Charles Cahier, who at once recognized that 
this gifted young Danish baritone was in reality a natural tenor. At Mme. 
Cahier’s advice, Melchior gave up his scarcely-begun career on the stage 
and applied himself to the training of his voice for tenor roles. 


Four years passed, and in 1918 Melchior made his second debut, singing 
the role of Tannhaduser in the opera of that name. The following year he 
was heard by the British novelist Hugh Walpole, who urged him to undertake 
without delay the study of all the great Wagnerian roles. The advice was 
followed, with results that we all know. Melchior became the leading Wag- = 
nerian tenor of his day, whose performances in the “Ring,” in “Tristan” and ee 
“Parsifal’’ won him an international reputation as the true successor of the 
great de Reszke. He made his American debut at the Metropolitan in 1926 
and has been an outstanding member of the New York company ever since. 
Today Mr. Melchior’s reputation is not based solely on his Wagnerian charac- 





terizations; he has sung as well a wide range of roles in Italian and French es

NOVAES, GUIOMAR (Piano) 


Guiomar Novaes, Brazil’s foremost pianist, was born at Sao Joao da Boa 


Vista, in the state of Sao Paulo, into’a family of nineteen children. She was — 
a child prodigy, and at the age of four could play the piano by ear.

of Brazil resulted. Her musical talent was recognized by her government, 
which in 1909 sent her to Paris to compete with 388 other contestants for 
a place in the Conservatory. At the second examination her performance 
was so extraordinary that the jury—which included Fauré, Debussy, and 
Moszkowski—begged her to repeat one of the numbers. They voted unan- 
imously to give her first place in the competition, and she was sent to study 
with Isidor Philipp. Following her studies at the Conservatory she began a 
European tour. Her successful debut in Paris, in 1911, was the prelude to 
a triumphant tour through the principal European cities. Making her Ameri- 
can debut in New York on November 15, 1915, she was a sensation. As one 
New York critic put it, ‘,Novaes can sing on the piano better than any of her 
contemporaries. She has a touch as luscious, as lyrical, as hypnotizing as the 


touch of the great virtuoso, Paderewski.”’

PETRI, EGON (Piano) 


His father a violinist, his grandfather an oboist, and 
his great-grandfather an organist, Egon Petri has 
added the piano to the family’s musical conquests 
and while doing it, has made himself Holland’s 
foremost pianist. 


Petri was born in the spring of 1881 in Hanover 
into the musical environment whose impact was 
certain to have its impress upon him.

Gregor Piatigorsky was born in Ekaterinoslay, 
Ukraine, on April 20, 1903. As a child he began 
the study of the ‘cello with his father, a violinist. 


When still very young, financial misfortune de- 
scended on his family, and to help them during this 
crisis, Gregor (then little more than nine years old) 
worked as ‘cellist in a local motion picture house. 

In his fifteenth year Piatigorsky was engaged as 
first ‘cellist of the Imperial Opera orchestra in 
Moscow. Besides playing in this orchestra he was 





a member of a string quartet which performed at the Conservatory. All this — 


time he was continuing his music study with Alfred von Glehn. 


After the Russian Revolution, Piatigorsky was appointed to the orchestra of 
the Warsaw Opera. From Warsaw he went to Berlin where he was given the 
post of first ‘cellist with the Berlin Philharmonic. From this time on his rise 
to fame has been phenomenal. 


In 1929 Piatigorsky toured the United States, making his debut in the Dvorak 
Concerto with the New York Philharmonic on December 29, 1929. “In his 
hands,” wrote Samuel Chotzinoff, ‘the instrument shed its reputed limita- 
tions. The lower register yielded beautiful sounds, as did the higher... The 


technical matters that Dvorak burdened it with came through as brilliantly 


and as easily as they would have ona fiddle... In addition, he is one of the 
most poetic and sensitive performers now before the public.”’

(Mozart)...... eS set oe ae setae *P-69625-D 
Sonata in F for Organ & Strings (Mozart). ......... eee eevee *P-69625-D 
ne PITTSBURGH SYMPHONY ORCHESTRA, THE 


The gilt-edged, brocaded start that the Pittsburgh Symphony received in 
1896 under its first conductor, Victor Herbert, represented a truly auspicious 
beginning. This so-cqlled “golden era” reached its zenith around the early 
1900’s. Following Herbert’s brilliant reign came Emil Paur, rigid classicist 
and disciple of Von Biilow. Paur fed his audience a strict diet of the classics 
— insisting on playing Brahms repeatedly at a time when that composer was 
heartily disliked, and gradually winning over the entire anti-Brahms public. 
After Paur’s resignation, the orchestra lapsed into a decline which lasted 
until the late twenties. 


Not until 1927 did the movement to bring back Pittsburgh’s orchestra ac- 
complish anything tangible. However, with the aid of the Buhl Foundation, 
the orchestra got under way with a roster of outstanding conductors begin- 
ning with Dr. Otto Klemperer, Carlos Chavez, Georges Enesco, and culminat- 
ing in Fritz Reiner who was appointed permanent head in 1938. This superb 
musician took over the leadership of the orchestra and endowed it with a 
vital spirit such as it had never before achieved. That the Pittsburgh Sym- 
phony today ranks as one of the country’s outstanding symphonic organiza- 
tions is no doubt due to the peerless artistry of its conductor, Fritz Reiner.

RATHBONE, BASIL (Actor-Narrator) 


One of the leading actors of the day, Mr. Rathbone 
needs no introduction to readers of this catalog. 
On the stage and on the screen he has been a 
familiar and admired figure for more than twenty 
years, and his association with radio dates from the 
very beginning of the broadcasting era. His de- 
cision as a young man to make a career for himself 
in the theater would probably have been opposed 
by his family, whose traditional pursuits were busi- 
ness and politics, except for the fact that a cousin, Frank Benson, had 
earlier adopted the profession of acting with considerable success (he was 
knighted by George V). Young Basil first visited the United States as a 
member of the Benson Shakespearean company in 1913. During the first 
World War he served with the British army and was decorated for con- 
spicuous bravery. At its conclusion he returned to the stage. His career 
since then may be summarized as a succession of triumphs in every branch 
of his profession.

REINER, FRITZ (Conductor) 


Twelve years after his birth in Budapest, Hungary, 
Fritz Reiner conducted his high school orchestra. 
One year later he made his formal debut as a con- 
cert pianist playing the Mozart ‘’Coronation” Con- 
certo. Reiner’s musical career has suffered no lapse 
since that auspicious start as youthful prodigy. He 
studied music at the National Academy and with- 
in three years after graduation became assistant 
bs conductor of the Budapest Opera Comique. In 1910 
he was appointed conductor of the National Theater in Laibach, Jugoslavia. 


From Laibach he was recalled to Budapest to conduct opera and symphony 
concerts at the Budapest Volksoper until May, 1914, when he was discovered 
by Count Seebach, General Intendant of the Royal Opera in Dresden. Count 
-  Seebach appointed the talented young man “’Koeniglicher Hofkapellmeister”’ 
in Dresden, which position he held for eight years. During this time he was 
also called upon to conduct in Berlin, Hamburg, Vienna, Rome and Barcelona. 
Immediately following his engagement in Barcelona, Reiner came to Amer- 
ica to conduct the Cincinnati Symphony Orchestra, which position he held for 
nine years. Nineteen hundred and thirty-one saw him as head of the or- 
_ chestra department and conducting classes at the Curtis Institute of Music 
in Philadelphia and conductor of the Philadelphia Symphony Orchestra along 


with Stokowski, Toscanini and Molinari.

SAYAO, BIDU (Soprano) 


On an April evening in 1936 Toscanini conducted a 
performance of Debussy’s “‘La Damoiselle Elue’”’ at 
a New York Philharmonic-Symphony Concert in 
Carnegie Hall. His soloist was a diminutive, dark- 
eyed young girl from Brazil whose charming ap- 
pearance and lovely voice immediately captivated 
the audience. This was not Bidu Saydo’s first ap- 
pearance on the New York concert stage, but an 
; , - earlier recital at the Town Hall had attracted little 

ention. Now, with the Philharmonic in the background, and Toscanini at 
' side, she enjoyed a triumph, and no one was surprised when the Metro- 
jiten peers announced that it pied engaged her services for the 1937-38

She has been with the Metropolitan ever since, and is one of its most popular — 


members — a circumstance which can scarcely seem surprising to her, since 
her short career before her Metropolitan debut had been a series of similar 


successes in the principal opera houses of Europe and South America. And — 


these successes were very essential to her, for they justified her choice of a 
musical career against the advice and wishes of her family. 


Miss Saydo was born in Rio as the first decade of the century neared its end. 


She became interested in singing at the age of fourteen, studied first in Rio | 


with Mme. Theorini and later, in Paris, with Jean de Reszke. Her operatic 
debut took place at the Teatro Reale, in Rome, in 1928. The opera was 
Rossini‘s ‘’Barber of Seville,’ and on the issue of the evening much depended. 


For Miss Say&o’s family was still strongly opposed to a theater career for 


her, and she had agreed to let the success or failure of her debut settle the 
question once and for all. The debut was a success, and a new star was born, 


who in the years to come was to delight the opera-loving public of three con- 


tinents: Europe and the Americas, South and North.

SERKIN, RUDOLF (Piano) 


The name of Rudolf Serkin is certain to be intro- 
duced early in the course of any discussion of the 
great pianists now before the public. He was a 
prodigy and made his public debut at the age of 
12, but his parents wisely insisted on a subsequent 
long period of retirement and study for the child, 
and his professional career did not really begin 
until he had reached maturity. His success then 
was immediate, and in a short time he had acquired 
international fame as one of the greatest living exponents of the classic 
masters—a virtuoso pianist, of course, but moré importantly, an artist of 
great insight and integrity. His essentially musical nature is indicated by his 
interest and frequent participation in chamber music performances. He has 
been associated for many years with the distinguished violinist Adolf Busch 
(also a Columbia artist) as the pianistic half of the finest sonata team of our 
time.

STEN, SUZANNE (Mezzo-Soprano) 


Suzanne Sten was born in the town of Eberswalde, near Berlin. Her mother 
was Viennese, her father Hungarian. She took up a vocal career through 
one of those dramatic and favorable chances that Americans call a ““break’’. 
A distinguished music critic heard the sixteen-year-old girl sing at a recep- 
_ tion and was so enthusiastic over the possibilities of her voice. that she was 
_ encouraged to enroll at the Berlin Conservatory. Her progress there was 
exceptionally rapid and within three years she was pronounced ready for 
professional engagements in opera and concert. Soon after, the young girl 
was in Munich when she heard that the conductor of the Opera at Saar- 
bruecken was auditioning singers for his company. She went to see him. It 
was difficult to persuade him to listen to an inexperienced singer, but when 
_he finally heard Suzanne Sten, he engaged her at once. Several seasons of 
spectacular successes at various opera houses established her in such varied 
parts as Carmen, Delilah, Erda of the Wagner “Ring” dramas, Elektra in

the Strauss music drama, and Silla in Pfitzner’s modernistic opera “’Pale- 
strina’’. Suzanne Sten arrived in America toward the end of 1938. America 
found in her a personality of vivid charm and a singer possessed of a mag- 
nificent voice trained in the greatest traditions of European vocal art.

STEVENS, RISE (Mezzo-Soprano) 


Risé Stevens, American operatic mezzo-soprano, 
was born in New York City of a Norwegian father 
and an American mother. Her family moved to 
Long Island, where she attended Newton High 
School, graduating in 1929. Having shown musical 
talent from early childhood she became a scholar- 
ship pupil of Schoen-René at the Juilliard School, 
working with her from 1932 to 1935. She was 
featured in several important student performances 
at the school among them Orfeo and The Merry Wives of Windsor. After 
1935, her musical education was further broadened through study with 
Gutheil-Schoder and Graf in Salzburg. In the spring of 1936, she made her 
opera debut at Prague in the title role of Mignon, and followed this with ap- 
pearances in Carmen, Orfeo and Der Rosenkavalier. Her successes in Prague 
brought her an engagement with the Vienna State Opera. From Vienna, 
Stevens went to South America to make her debut there at the Teatro Colon 
in Buenos Aires on September 2, 1938. Once again she appeared in Der 
Rosenkavalier, receiving, as the cable dispatches reported, ‘‘one of the most 
enthusiastic ovations ever given a newcomer.” 


Given a contract by the Metropolitan, Risé Stevens made her debut at Phila- 
delphia on November 22, 1938, in Richard Strauss’ opera Der Rosenkavalier. 
There she was a sensation. In December of the same year, she made her 
New York debut with the Met in Mignon. She was awarded the lavish praise 
of the critics who spared her no superlatives. Since then she has appeared 
in varied roles, among them Delilah in Samson and Delilah and Cherubino in 
Mozart’s Nozze di Figaro.

Frederick Stock, born in 1872 in Jiilich, Germany, 
began his music studies with his father and con- 
tinued them at the Cologne Conservatory with 
Humperdinck, Willner and Jensen. He served his 
apprenticeship as violinist in the Cologne Orchestra 
from 1890-1895. In 1895 he came to the United 
States, where he joined the Chicago Symphony 
Orchestra as violinist. He became Theodore 
Thomas’ assistant in 1899, and upon Thomas’ 
_ death in 1905 permanent conductor of the orchestra. Under the splendid 
_ musical direction of Dr. Stock, the Chicago Symphony Orchestra has main- 
tained Thomas’ tradition and is famous as a great American musical organiza- 
tion.

STOKOWSKI, LEOPOLD (Conductor) 


Leopold Stokowski was born in London, England. 
He studied composition at Queen’s College in Ox- 
ford with Parry and Stanford and later went to 
the Paris Conservatoire. After playing the organ 
with great distinction at St. James’ in London, 
he was appointed organist and choir-master of St. 
Bartholomew’s Church in New York. 


He began his meteoric orchestral career in 1909 
a =. when he was appointed conductor of the Philadel- 
_ phia Orchestra. This orchestra attained a phenomenal level of virtuosity 
7 _ under his dynamic leadership. He resigned his post as musical director of the 

Philadelphia Orchestra in 1936 but continued to conduct a few concerts with 
this organization during each season. 


tokowski freed the symphonic repertoire from its bondage to the 19th cen- 
_ tury classical masters to include such contemporary composers as Stravinsky, 
_ Shostakovitch, Roy Harris, Prokofiev, and Schénberg. It was he who insisted 
__ on playing music of the moderns repeatedly, to the great distaste of his pub- 
_ lic, until they finally accepted them and, in fact, clamored for more. 
Stokowski is perhaps most widely known and admired for his popularizing of 
he organ music of Bach through his superb orchestral transcriptions.

STRAVINSKY, IGOR (Composer, Pianist, Conductor) 


The man who has probably caused more ‘sensation — 
in the field of modern music than any other is Igor a5 
Stravinsky, whose pagan scores upset the com- — 
placency of all theorists until they were finally 
understood. 


Stravinsky was born in Russia in 1882. Hie ay 
training was for the legal profession, but asa young 
man, while traveling in Germany, he met Rimsk 
: Korsakovy and was so impressed with ane, Russi 
composer that he ae ia to follow the path of music. ee gee 
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STRAVINSKY, IGOR—Continued 


Stravinsky studied under Rimsky=Korsakoy and doubtless developed his 
marvelous sense of orchestration from this master. A voluntary exile from 
Russia, Stravinsky took up residence in Paris where he met Diaghiley and 
became the musical element of Diaghilev’s Ballet. In the scores which he 
wrote for the Ballet, Stravinsky asserted his striking individuality—a com- 
bination of those qualities which made his music iconoclastic to the con- 
formists. What was undeniable, however, was the intense vitality of Stra- 
vinsky’s music and, in the long run, it has prevailed over fussy wranglings. 


In the early 20’s, Stravinsky abandoned the Russian pagan qualities of his 
earlier ballets and adopted a neo-classical style, thereby giving the con- 
troversialists further food for thought. 


The fact remains that Stravinsky‘s music is probably one of the most im- 
portant manifestations of his period. 


In addition to his supreme virtues as a composer, Stravinsky is an able pianist 
and conductor, and on Columbia Records he may be discovered either 
simultaneously as pianist and composer or as conductor and composer. 


Stravinsky resides in the United States now, where he appears as a con- 
ductor with the major symphony orchestras of this country.

SZIGETI, JOSEPH (Violin) 


One of the greatest musical artists of this genera- 
tion is doubtless Joseph Szigeti, a Hungarian by 
birth, and a man whose musical performances sing 
forth with the soul of his heritage.

His first teacher was his 
father, but later he studied with the famous Hun- 
garian violinist Hubay.

| Astrid Varnay, the Metropolitan Opera Associa- 
| tion’s sensational find of 1942, comes naturally by 
both her musical and dramatic talent.

WALTER, BRUNO (Conductor) : | = 


Bruno Walter, one of the greatest conductors of 
our time, was born in Berlin. After his graduation : 
from the Stern Conservatory, Walter went to Ham- 
burg where he met Gustav Mahler who soon became 
his friend, adviser, and teacher. Walter became 
assistant conductor of the Vienna Opera under 
Mahler and remained there until 1912. He also 
directed the Singakademie, once conducted by 
ion Brahms. Walter’s experience as assistant to Mahler 
was ; perhaps the greatest single influence in his life. Mahler was a hard task-_ 
master, giving his pupil a rigorous schooling in the art and science of mae 
interpretation and a penetrating knowledge of great operatic music.

Foundation which entitled him to a year of study in Italy; Under Oscar 
Anselmi, in Milan, he worked in opera repertory, and upon his return to 
America, joined the Romany Singers in a concert tour covering the entire 
country. In 1933, S. L. Rothafel (‘“Roxy’’) heard him and promptly engaged 
him for the Radio City Music Hall in New York. As their leading baritone, 
Weede appeared in the stage productions and in many of the broadcasts of 
the Music Hall. 

in 1937, Weede was engaged for the supplementary spring season of the 
Metropolitan Opera, making his debut in Pagliacci. He was so favorably 
received that the following season he was engaged for the regular winter 


schedule. His performance in Rigoletto at the Metropolitan was greeted © 


with acclaim. The critics were unanimous in their praise.

WEINGARTNER, FELIX (Conductor) 


Weingartner’s career was an endless series of tri- 
umphs as a result of letting music flow. His secret 
was to revitalize a score rather than to sensation- 
alize it. Weingartner performances were wholly 
honest, vigorous, direct and exciting. In them the 
music of Beethoven sounded as Beethoven wrote it, 
and the music of Brahms as Brahms wrote it. 


Weingartner was born in Dalmatia in 1863. He 
2 studied at the Conservatory of Weimar and with 
Liszt. Later on he conducted the Royal Orchestra in Berlin, the Vienna 
Court Opera and the Vienna Philharmonic Orchestra. In 1927 he became 
director of the famed Basle Conservatory and leader of the concerts of the 
Allgemeine Musikgesellschaft. Besides his conducting activities that ex- 
tended throughout the world, he wrote voluminously and his essay on Beetho- 
ven’s nine symphonies is virtually the final word on the subject. 
Weingartner is best known among his countless conducting achievements for 
his Beethoven and Brahms cycles and in presenting him on Columbia records, 
special attention is called to his superb performances of eight Beethoven 
and four Brahms symphonies.

WELLES, ORSON (Actor) 


Recently a young man upset the whole tradition of 
the New York theater and then went on to upset 
the country with an amazingly realistic performance 
of H. G. Wells’ ““Men From Mars” that created an 
enormous furore. This man is Orson Welles who, 
as director of the Mercury Theater, has developed 
a new technique for the presentation of Shake- 
spearean drama as well as other plays of yesteryear. 

A young man in his twenties, Welles was a member 
of the Federal Theater Project. With fellow members of the Project, he 
formed the Mercury Theater to produce Shakespeare’s Julius Caesar in a 
modern version and with relatively modern dress. The intensity of his per- 
formance and the coherence of his acting company gave Broadway the 
streamlining it long awaited. 





The beauty of the Welles performances is that they are so conceived as to 
enable their complete presentation on phonograph records, and Columbia in 
conjunction with the Mercury Theater presents these works under Mr. 
Welles’ direction.
